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MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT, 

FOR  1911. 


To  the  Kettering  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration 
my  Sixth  Annual  Report. 

The  Census  returns  show  a population  for  the 
district  of  12,899  persons.  This  is  450  below  the 
estimate  for  1910.  The  difficulty  of  estimating  the  large 
numbers  of  persons  who  have  emigrated  largely  accounts 
or  this  error. 

The  tables  of  Vital  Statistics  for  191  1 have  been 
altered  in  certain  important  particulars,  and  their  number 
has  been  reduced  from  5 to  4. 

The  alterations  have  resulted  from  the  Registrar 
General’s  decision  to  publish  from  the  commencement  of 
1 9 1 1 statistics  of  causes  of  death  for  administration, 
instead  of,  as  hitherto,  for  registration  (or  Poor  Law)

With  this  object  in  view,  a common  procedure  has 
been  arranged  as  to  the  inclusion  in  the  statistics  of  each 
district  of  all  the  deaths  properly  belonging  to  it,  whether 
occurring  in  institutions  or  not. 

The  result  of  this  order  is  that  the  nett  death-rate  in 
this  district  amounts  to  134,  giving  a rate  of  10*4.  To 
these  must  now  be  added  34  residents  who  died  else- 
where than  in  this  district,  giving  a total  of  168  deaths. 

The  nett  death-rate,  consequently,  is  13  per  thousand 
persons  living. 

The  number  of  Births  amounts  to  280,  which  is 
about  the  average  for  the  last  five  years,  and  gives  a 
rate  of  21*7.  The  tendency  during  the  last  four  years 
has  been  to  remain  stationary,  but  until  1903  the  aver- 
age was  above  25  per  thousand. 

The  operation  of  the  Midwives  Bill  has  resulted  in 
a larger  number  of  women  being  attended  by  the  village 
nurses,  without  any  doctor,  except  in  cases  of  difficulty. 

There  has  been  an  increased  number  of  infant 
deaths  during  the  year,  25  babies  dying  under  one  year 
of  age,  compared  with  13  last  year.  8 of  these  were 
premature,  and  10  died  during  the  first  week  of  life. 

Diphtheria  has  claimed  4 victims,  and  Whooping 
Cough  i,  making  a.  total  of  5 deaths  from  infectious 
diseases  (excluding  Phthisis).  The  rate  amounts  to  *38 
compared  with  *2  last  year.

THE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Sixteen  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  ; 1 1 of 
these  occurred  in  Corby  village,  and  4 cases  died. 

In  March  a single  case  was  reported  from  Cransley. 
An  insanitary  privy  was  discovered,  and  no  further  cases 
occurred  in  this  village. 

In  April  another  case  was  found  at  Glendon,  and 
here  a leaking  drain  was  discovered  and  remedied,  and 
no  more  cases  occurred  in  this  parish. 

On  the  31st  of  July  the  first  of  the  Corby  cases 
was  notified,  and  no  cause  could  be  ascertained. 

On  September  14th  a second  case  was  notified  from 
Corby,  and  then  another  on  October  1st,  near  the  place 
where  the  first  one  was  found.  The  water  was  tested 
and  found  good,  but  there  had  been  a block  in  the 
drains.  Other  cases  followed  and  the  School  was  closed 
on  October  4th  for  14  days. 

The  cloak-room  at  the  School  was  much  too  small 
for  all  the  children’s  coats  and  wraps;  and,  on  a 
representation  being  made  to  the  County  Education 
Authority,  the  cloak-room  was  enlarged.  The  School- 
children  were  examined  separately,  and  the  outbreak 
ceased  here  until  November  12th,  when  one  more  case 
was  reported  from  near  the  original  source  of  infection, 
but  here  now  nothing  of  an  insanitary  nature  could  be 
detected.  The  School  here  is  overcrowded.

None  of  these  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital,  the 
friends  in  all  cases  declining  to  allow  the  children  to  be 
moved  away  ; this  tended  to  hinder  the  stamping  out 
of  the  disease,  and  is  in  marked  contrast  to  other  parts 
of  the  district,  where  usually  the  residents  are  only  too 

a 

eager  to  avail  themselves  of  hospital  accommodation. 

A small  outbreak  occurred  at  Burton  Latimer  in 
September.  4 cases  were  notified  ; 3 from  Alexandra 
Street,  and  the  fourth  had  recently  moved  from  there. 
A drain  was  found  blocked  in  the  street  outside,  and  a 
privy  was  found  in  bad  condition,  and  after  these  drains 
were  attended  to  no  other  cases  occurred. 

Three  of  these  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

The  Urban  District  of  Kettering,  which  is  in  the 

centre  of  the  Rural  District,  has  again  been  the  scene  of 

large  numbers  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases.  A number  of 

Scarlet  Fever  cases  which  have  cropped  up  all  over  the 

Rural  District  have  in  many  cases  been  traced  to  com- 

* 

munication  with  this  centre. 

One  little  group  of  cases  in  Weekley  parish  was  in 
all  probability  due  to  a milk  infection,  as  they  all  fell  in  a 
few  days  ; they  all  had  the  same  milk  supply,  and  the 
child  of  one  of  the  milk-men  was  found  with  Fever.  No 
further  cases  were  notified  after  this  man  ceased  milking. 

In  all,  37  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  and 
23  of  these  were  removed  to  Hospital.  These  were 
nearly  all  mild  cases,  and  no  deaths  occurred. 
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jPhthisis.

Only  2 cases  were  notified,  but  14  died  of  this 
disease  in  the  district,  and  4 others  in  institutions  out- 
side the  district. 

The  new  regulations  making  all  cases  of  Phthisis 
notifiable  came  into  force  on  January  1st,  1912,  and  will 
be  welcomed,  as  the  voluntary  notification  adopted  here 
in  1906  has  been  a failure. 

Much  has  been  done  to  disinfect  and  re-paper  rooms 
after  their  being  occupied  by  these  patients. 

Nineteen  cases  of  deaths  have  been  certified  to  be 
caused  by  Malignant  Disease,  this  being  nearly  one-ninth 
(I/9)  of  all  the  deaths  registered.  18  of  these  were  of 
persons  over  45  years  of  age.  97  persons  over  45  years 
of  age  died,  this  working  out  approximately  that  one  of 
every  five  deaths  of  people  over  45  years  of  age  was  of 
Malignant  Disease. 

This  is  a very  serious  state  of  affairs.  The  peases 
were  distributed  amongst  1 1 villages,  the  largest  village 
having  the  greatest  number  of  cases.  There  is  little  to 
suggest  a cause  for  this,  either  in  the  elevation,  the 
climate,  the  water  supply,  or  the  drainage  of  these 
villages. 

The  new  regulations  which  came  into  force  on 
January  1st,  1911,  by  means  of  which  a weekly  return 
of  all  deaths  in  the  district  is  made,  has  been  of  great 
assistance  in  keeping  in  touch  with  deaths  of  Phthisis 
and  Malignant  Disease.  The  Registrars  are  now 
supplied  with  a post-card  addressed  to  the  M.O.H.,  asking

for  rooms  to  be  disinfected,  which  they  give  to  the 
friends  of  any  such  person  when  they  register  a death. 

With  regard  to  Sanatorium  accommodation  for 
cases  of  Phthisis  in  this  district,  some  are  sent  away  to 
sanatoria  in  the  South,  but  several  are  treated  in  the 
Kettering  Poor  Law  Sanatorium,  where  there  are  20  beds 
— 10  male  and  10  female, — the  population  to  be  drawn 
from  being  about  50,000  in  all. 

A special  enquiry  was  held  at  Burton  Latimer  in 
reference  to  another  site  for  the  new  Cemetery  early 
in  1 9 1 1 . A special  Report  on  this  site  appeared  in 
the  Report  for  1910.  This  latter  site  was  adopted. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  district  generally  is  now 
good  and  sufficient  with  the  exception  of  Corby,  where 
a scheme  for  a new  service  is  under  consideration. 

Burton  Latimer,  Pytchley,  Stanion,  Weekley,  and 
Warkton  have  all  a service  laid  on,  with  standpipes,  etc. 
During  the  year  Rushton  has  had  an  entirely  new  service 
laid  on  by  private  enterprise,  and  the  Water  is  good. 

The  new  Drainage  Scheme  at  Pytchley  is  now 
finished,  and  this  village,  which  was  constantly  the  scene 
of  infectious  diseases  at  one  time,  has  now  been  entirely 
free  for  some  time. 

The  drainage  at  Corby  leaves  much  to  be  desired, 
but  Plans  and  Estimates  for  an  effective  system  have 
been  submitted  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 
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No  complaint  has  been  received  as  to  the  pollution 
of  the  streams  and  brooks  in  the  District.  Those  1 have 
inspected  were  clean,  except  at  a few  points  near  a drain 
outfall. 


RAINFALL. 


The  Summer  was  exceedingly  hot  and  dry,  and  many 
of  the  higher  placed  villages  were  rather  short  of  water 
for  a time.

HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT. 

Systematic  Inspections  have  been  carried  out  under 
this  Act  at  Corby,  Broughton,  Loddington,  Geddington, 
Burton  Latimer,  Great  Oakley,  and  Pytchley. 
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One  house  was  closed  at  the  instance  of  the  Council 
as  unfit  for  habitation,  and  several  alterations  were 
suggested  and  carried  out  in  others.  The  whole  District 
will  gradually  be  inspected. 

The  Housing  Accommodation  of  the  District  as  a 
whole  is  good,  and  no  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been 
discovered.  Many  of  the  new  Cottages  at  Corby  are 
exceedingly  well  built  airy,  and  have  excellent  sanitary 
arrangements. 

In  conclusion,  Gentlemen,  the  only  serious  trouble 
we  have  had  during  the  past  year  has  been  the  diphtheria 
at  Corby.  The  state  of  this  village  is  not  satisfactory, 
and  attention  has  been  called  to  the  drainage  and  water 
supply  on  previous  occasions.  I am  hoping  that  the 
steps  which  the  Council  are  taking  with  regard  to  both 
will  shortly  result  in  abetter  and  more  sanitary  condition 
for  this  village.

I beg  to  present  my  third  Annual  Report  dealing 
with  the  Sanitary  Work  in  the  Rural  District  of  Kettering 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1911. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified 
was  64,  against  59  last  year.  Of  these  27  were  removed 
to  the  Hospital,  the  remainder  being  nursed  at  home. 
Disinfectants  were  supplied  for  use,  and  the  premises 
disinfected  in  every  case. 

Seven  deaths  from  Phthisis  in  private  dwellings  were 
voluntarily  notified,  and  the  premises  disinfected. 

The  following  Schools  were  disinfected  after  out- 
breaks of  Infectious  Disease : — Burton  Latimer  (2), 
Corby  (twice),  and  Loddington.

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I have  found  that  the  larger  Dairies  are  satisfac- 
torily kept.  Very  little  milk  as  a rule  is  stored,  thereby 
minimising  the  danger  of  contamination.  In  a greater 
proportion  of  the  cases  the  milk  is  eithersentto  Kettering 
or  to  the  larger  towns. 


In  the  case  of  the  smaller  Dairies  many  are  also  used 
as  pantries,  and  I have  impressed  upon  owners  the 
necessity  of  keeping  it  in  a separate  Dairy.  During  the 
year  only  one  case  of  scarlet  fever  has  occurred  where 
milking  was  carried  on,  and  the  father  of  the  child  was 
promptly  stopped  from  milking.  Only  one  case  of 
Infectious  Disease  was  supposed  to  be  in  connection 
with  the  milk  supply,  but  nothing  could  be  found  to 
justify  a definite  conclusion.

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The  requirements  of  the  Council  have  been  carried 
out  except  in  the  case  of  four  properties  ; but  these  are 
not  of  an  urgent  nature,  and  I have  reason  to  believe 
will  be  dealt  with  satisfactorily,  without  the  necessity  of 
legal  proceedings.  So  far  the  method  of  procedure 
adopted  by  the  Council  under  Section  17  of  the  Act, 
namely,  to  serve  a notice  setting  out  the  requirements 
of  the  Council,  and  giving  ample  opportunity  for  the 
execution  of  the  work  necessary  to  make  a dwelling-house 
fit  for  human  habitation  before  proceeding  to  make  a 
Closing  Order,  has  had  highly  satisfactory  results,  and 
has  undoubtedly  prevented  friction  and  consequent  legal 
expenses,  which  more  stringent  measures  would  probably 
cause  in  a Rural  District.  As  an  example,  two  houses 
were  voluntarily  closed  by  the  owners  without  the 
necessity  of  a Closing  Order.  Steady  progress  is  being 
made  with  this  work,  the  worst  parts  of  the  various 
villages  throughout  the  District  having  first  attention.

All  Plans  were  carefully  examined  and  compared 
with  the  Byelaws.  35  New  Buildings,  against  45  last  year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  on  completion  of  the 
sewage  scheme  at  Pytchley  1 19  houses  are  being  con- 
nected with  the  sewers  out  of  125  houses  in  the  village. 
64  closet  s are  hand  flushed,  and  55  have  the  water  laid 
on  to  flushing  systems  therein 

The  sewers  have  received  careful  attention,  and 
have  been  regularly  flushed,  a plentiful  supply  of  water 
being  obtained  from  the  wrell  on  the  Pytchley  Road 
acquired  bv  the  Council  for  this  purpose,  and  a new  pump 
fixed.  The  Sewage  Farm  has  been  working  satisfactorily, 
and  the  effluent  has  been  good.  The  land  is  getting  into 
better  working  order,  and  the  crops  realized  ^ 28  10s., 
against  £\2  1 is.  gd.  in  1910.  The  scavenging  of  refuse 
is  regularly  carried  out. 

The  sewers  have  been  regularly  flushed  wnth  water 
from  the  Public  Mains.  The  Sewage  Farm  has  been 
somewhat  flooded  with  storm  water,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
this  has  been  remedied  by  an  additional  storm  overflow 
and  the  construction  of  surface  water  drainage.  The 
crops  have  been  good,  having  realised  ^77  17s.  iod., 

against  ^74  10s.  3d.  in  1910. 

Owing  to  the  number  of  houses  now  connected  with 
the  sewers,  the  Parish  has  been  saved  what  has  hitherto 
been  a large  expense  for  the  collection  of  Night  Soil. 
The  Scavenging  of  the  insanitary  matter  is  regularly 
carried  out.

The  Culverts  in  this  Parish  have  been  regularly 
cleansed,  and  the  general  sanitary  matters  are  being 
watched  pending  the  execution  of  the  proposed  sewerage 
and  water  schemes. 

The  Sewer,  consisting  of  6?’  pipes,  has  been  re-laid 
in  Star  Lane  for  a length  of  about  60  yards.  The 
collection  of  Night  Soil  and  other  scavenging  is  punctu- 
ally done. 

The  outlet  pipe  from  the  Septic  Tank  has  been 
extended  into  the  stream,  and  the  effluent  is  now  satis- 
factorily carried  away. 

A new  6”  sewer  has  been  laid  for  a distance  of 
about  200  yards  at  the  back  of  the  Tollemache  Arms,  to 
drain  the  N.E.  side  of  the  village. 

The  Septic  Tank  and  Sewers  are  working  satis- 
factorily. 

The  Sewerage  scheme  has  been  completed,  and  is 
in  working  order.  The  sewers  are  being  regularly  flushed. 

The  Windmill  has  been  repaired  during  the  past 
year,  but  pumping  by  horse  power  had  to  be  resorted  to 
for  2 6 days.  Water  was  supplied  for  testing  the  sewers, 
and  at  times  the  supply  was  severely  taxed.  This  was 
probably  due  to  the  limited  power  of  the  windmill. 

Scavenging  is  now  carried  out  in  the  village.  A 
water  supply  has  been  installed  in  the  village  by  T.  B. 
Clarke-Thornhill,  Esq.,  for  the  tenants  of  the  Rushton 
Estate.

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The  Water  Supply  is  working  satisfactorily.  Owing 
to  calms,  pumping  with  horse  gear  has  been  resorted  to 
on  7 days.  All  hydrant  covers  and  stop-tap  boxes  have 
been  repaired. 

The  Septic  Tank  is  in  good  working  order. 

The  Septic  Tank  continues  to  work  satisfactorily. 


The  Tanks  in  this  village  have  been  cleaned  out. 

The  Brooks  and  Ditches  have  been  cleansed  in  the 
Parishes  of  Cottingham,  Grafton  Underwood,  Middleton, 
Weldon,  and  Weekley. 


I beg  to  present  such  particulars  as  I have  been 
able  to  gather  relating  to  the  schemes  for  water  supply 
which  have  been  carried  out  in  the  district. 

Area  in  acres,  2,756;  Population  1911,  3,423; 
No.  of  Houses  (estimated),  750.  The  nature  of  supply 
is  from  a well  and  headings  in  the  Ironstone  Rock  in  the 
Parish  of  Weekley.  The  minimum  daily  yield  is  80,000 
gallons,  of  which  about  30,000  gallons  per  day  are 
required.  The  pumping  station  at  Weekley  contains 
duplicate  pumps,  driven  by  gas  engines.  The  water  is 
pumped  to  a service  reservoir  situate  in  a field  adjoining 
the  road  leading  from  Warkton  to  Burton  Latimer  The 
capacity  of  the  Reservoir  is  120,000  gallons.  The  water 
flows  from  the  reservoir  to  Burton  Latimer  by  gravitation.

Area  in  acres,  2,866  ; Population  1911,  533;  No.  of 
Houses,  130.  The  nature  of  the  supply  is  from  a well 
in  the  Northampton  sand  in  a field  adjoining  the 
Broughton  Road.  The  minimum  daily  yield  is  15,000 
gallons,  of  which  about  4,000  gallons  per  day  are  required. 
The  water  is  pumped  by  wind  power  into  a service 
reservoir,  with  a capacity  of  35,000  gallons,  from 
which  it  flows  by  gravitation  to  the  village. 


Area  in  acres,  3,231  ; Population  1911,  456;  No.  of 
Houses  (estimated),  105.  The  nature  of  the  supply  is 
from  a spring  on  the  estate.  More  than  half  of  the  houses 
in  this  parish  are  supplied  by  a scheme  carried  out  in  191I 
by  T.  B.  Clarke-Thornhill,  Esq.,  the  owner  of  the  Rushton 
Estate.  The  scheme  consists  of  a spring,  from  which 
the  water  is  pumped  into  a Water  Tower  in  the  village, 
and  is  distributed  from  thence  by  gravitation.  The 
minimum  daily  yield  is  4,000  gallons,  and  the  average 
daily  quantity  required  is  3,000  gallons. 

Area  in  acres,  1,664;  Population  1911,  324;  No. 
of  Houses  (estimated)  75.  The  nature  of  the  supply  is 
from  a well  in  the  Ironstone  Rock  situate  on  the 
Brigstock  Road.  The  minimum  daily  yield  is  70,000 
gallons,  of  which  about  3,000  gallons  per  day  are 
required.  The  water  is  pumped  by  Windmill  to  a 
Surface  Reservoir  near  the  village,  from  which  it  is 
distributed  by  gravitation.  The  capacity  of  the  Service 
Reservoir  is  30,000  gallons.

Area  in  acres,  925;  Population  1911,  170;  No.  of 
Houses  (estimated),  40.  The  Kettering  Urban  District 
Council  supply  this  Parish  with  water  from  their 
reservoir  situate  in  the  Parish  of  Thorpe  Malsor. 

These  Parishes  obtain  a supply  from  the  Burton 
Latimer  Pumping  Station  at  Weekley.  A free  supply 
to  these  villages  was  a condition  prior  to  the  purchase 
of  the  Weekley  Works,  and  such  condition  was  taken 
over  by  the  Council  on  purchasing  the  undertaking.

Veterinary  Inspector's  Annual  Report. 


KETTERING, 

January,  1912. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  report  that  during  the  year  ended  December  31st, 
1911,  I have  inspected  cowsheds  occupied  by  registered  cow  keepers 
and  dairymen  to  the  number  of  336,  and  have  examined  and  re- 
examined dairy  cows,  with  especial  regard  to  the  condition  of 
their  udders,  to  the  number  of  3,400. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  cowsheds  was  found  to  be  good 
or  satisfactory  in  269  cases  and  bad  or  unsatisfactory  in  67  cases  ; 
the  chief  causes  of  complaint  being  as  follows  : — 

Large  accumulation  of  manure  in  too  close  proximity  to  sheds, 
13  cases  ; general  uncleanliness  and  neglect  of  lime  washing,  43 
cases  ; insufficient  light  and  ventilation  and  improper  drainage, 
9 cases  ; overcrowding  and  absence  of  light,  1 case  ; and  fowls 
roosting  in  the  sheds,  1 case. 

The  proportion  of  premises  in  which  the  general  conditions 
were  unsatisfactory  is  therefore  19.94%,  or  higher  by  more  than  5% 
than  in  any  year  since  1904,  and  almost  exactly  10%  higher  than 
last  year  (1910). 
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In  seeking  a cause  for  this  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs  there 
is  no  doubt  that  the  great  drought  of  1911  is  mainly  responsible. 
During  the  greater  part  of  the  summer  water  was  almost  unprocur- 
able on  some  of  the  farms,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  it  had  to 
be  carted  considerable  distances,  the  result  being  that  cleansing  and 
flushing  operations  were  out  of  the  question.  Whilst  this,  of 
course,  is  to  be  regretted,  the  regular  cleansing  of  the  drain  channels 
with  water  in  the  summer  months  when  the  cows  occupy  their 
stalls  for  only  an  hour  or  so  in  the  day,  is  not  of  so  much  importance 
(so  long  as  the  drains  themselves  are  flushed  occasionally)  as  is 
the  case  in  the  winter  when  the  animals  are  more  or  less  continually 
housed.  I am  afraid,  however,  unless  special  efforts  are  made  by 
owners  of  dairy  stock,  that  the  unfavourable  conditions  produced 
by  the  drought  will  in  some  cases  be  continued  through  the  winter, 
the  great  shortage  of  straw  having  resulted  in  the  animals  being 
supplied  with  a scant  supply  of  litter  or  bedding  without  which 
reasonable  cleanliness  is  impossible.  In  many  cases  I have 
suggested  to  owners  that  sawdust  might  be  usefully  employed 
in  place  of  the  usual  bedding  where  the  latter  is  not  available, 
and  this  appears  to  me  to  be  the  only  way  out  of  a difficulty  for 
which  the  abnormal  weather  conditions  have  been  mainly  res- 
ponsible. 

With  regard  to  the  animals  themselves,  their  general  condition 
and  milk  producing  qualities  have  been  for  the  above-mentioned 
reasons,  of  a much  lower  order  than  ever  before  in  my  experience. 
For  some  considerable  time  we  were  almost  on  the  verge  of  a milk 
famine  which  could  easily  have  been  precipitated  by  undue  in- 
sistence on  the  strict  letter  of  the  law  as  to  the  carrying  out  of  the 
regulations  in  force,  and  for  that  reason  the  satisfactory  nature 
of  this  report  falls  short  of  its  predecessors. 

A separate  inspection  of  every  cow  contributing  to  the  public 
milk  supply  has  been  made  at  least  three  times  during  the  year, 
and  with  the  following  result  : Number  of  Udders  inspected, 
3,400  ; number  of  Normal  Udders,  3,315  ; number  of  Abnormal 
Udders,  85  or  2.50%. 
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Of  these  Abnormal  Udders  24  or  .70%  of  the  whole  were  in  a 
condition  calculated  to  render  the  milk  harmful  to  persons  consum- 
ing it  in  an  uncooked  state,  the  remaining  61  being  benign  affection, 
affecting  only  the  quantity  and  not  the  quality  of  the  milk. 

The  causes  operating  in  the  24  cases  of  seriously  deranged 
Udders  were  as  follows  : Mastitis  (Acute,  Chronic  or  supperative) 
12  cases  ; blood  contamination,  1 case  ; Eczema,  1 case  ; and 
Tuberculosis,  10  cases  ; the  latter  being  generalized  as  well  as 
local  in  the  case  of  two  animals. 

There  is  cause  for  gratification  therefore  in  the  number  of 
diseased  udders  met  with,  the  number  being  the  smallest  since 
1904,  and  the  number  of  abnormal  udders  (due  to  all  causes)  the 
lowest  since  your  committee  was  inaugurated,  being  2.50%  for 
this  year,  as  against  3.80%,  3.38%,  2.75%,  2.78%,  2.88%,  3.22%, 
and  3.81%  for  the  past  seven  years  respectively. 

Having  found  during  the  past,  as  in  previous  years,  that,  in 
most  cases,  failure  to  comply  with  your  regulations  mainly  arises 
from  want  of  a proper  system,  and  thoughtlessness  on  the  part  of 
cow  keepers,  I have  thought  it  worth  while  to  append  a few  in- 
structions and  suggestions  as  to  some  of  the  essential  points  to  be 
observed  in  the  production  of  a clean  and  wholesome  supply  of 
milk.  The  cow’s  bed  itself  being  satisfactory  from  a structural 
standpoint  and  provided  with  sufficient  light,  ventilation,  and  air 
space,  and  with  an  impervious  and  suitable  channelled  floor,  the 
following  minimum  requirements  should  be  regularly  observed, 
especially  in  the  winter  months  or  whenever  the  cows  are  housed 
at  night. 

1.  Early  Morning.  The  animals  having  been  fed,  all  manure 
produced  during  the  night  should  be  removed  and  the  bedding 
newly  laid. 

2.  All  soiled  udders  should  be  cleansed  with  a clean,  damp 
cloth  or  washed  if  necessary.  Then  and  not  till  then  the  cow 
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should  be  milked  and  the  milk  poured  through  a clean  sieve  into 
a vessel  protected  from  dust,  &c.,  and  closed. 

3.  The  milk,  unless  it  is  intended  for  immediate  distribution, 
should  be  cooled  or  stored  in  an  apartment  properly  ventilated 
and  drained,  and  used  for  no  other  purpose. 

4.  The  cows  should  be  turned  out  of  doors,  after  which  the 
floors  should  be  cleansed  with  water,  all  soiled  bedding  removed 
and  the  place  and  food  prepared  for  the  evening  milking. 

5.  The  udders  when  necessary  should  be  again  cleansed, 
and  any  other  accumulated  dirt  removed  from  the  cows  before  the 
evening  milking. 

6.  Last  thing  at  night  the  dung  which  has  been  voided  since 
the  animals  entered  the  shed  in  the  afternoon  should  be  removed 
from  the  drain  channel  in  order  that  when  lying  down  the  tail, 
hind  quarters  and  udder,  do  not  become  soiled. 

7.  The  milker  should  at  all  times  wash  his  hands  immediately 
before  milking,  during  which  he  should  wear  clean  overalls  kept  for 
the  purpose.
